REPORTS OF OFFICERS, BOARDS AND COMMITTEES: Written reports
received were Milford Housing Authority notice for July 12, 1999 meeting and minutes
of June 14, 1999 meeting; Milford Aging Services Board minutes for June 23, 1999
meeting and minutes for July 5, 199 Recreation meeting.

Cooper met with Bill Stoner with Olsson Associates and will have two proposals to
present at the August meeting for paving State Street that runs through Southeast
Community College.

Also reported was that the painting in the fire station was nearly completed.

Burroughs advised Council that the pool was now running smoothly and that concern
regarding men’s league and youth program has been taken care of.

Bockoven has visited with Mark Frey and he is getting information from a local
contractor regarding repair of the library wall.

Bruha noted that he had visited with Fortune and it was noted that the painting of the
water tower will be on next year’s budget. He also advised that as of yet the truck has not
come in.

COMMUNICATIONS: A check in the amount of $8,527.10 has been received for the
April sales tax.

Bruha informed Council that he had visited with the SCC Campus director and that the
surface storm sewer on the North side of Welch Center needs to be repaired and they felt
that perhaps the College and the City could work together in order to get a grant or
something for this project. This storm sewer is above the old sewer main.

NEW BUSINESS: Wire Funds-Bonds A motion was made by Bockoven and seconded
by Cooper to approve payment of Various Purpose Bonds by wire funds. Roll call vote:
Bockoven yes, Cooper yes, Burroughs yes, Fortune absent. Motion carried.




Larry Jantze-Thornridge Bruha advised that he had not talked to Mr. Jantze, but that he
wanted to move part of the detention cell to the west. He felt that this should go before
the Planning and Zoning before Council makes a decision. A motion was made by
Bockoven and seconded by Cooper to table decision on detention cell and place same on
the P & Z July agenda. Roll call vote: Bockoven yes, Cooper yes, Burroughs yes,
Fortune absent. Motion carried.

Street Closing-Family Fun Days Karen Geertz asked permission to close an additional
block on 1% street from “A” to Walnut for Family Fun days. Following discussion a
motion was made by Bockoven and seconded by Cooper to approve closing 1% Street
from “A” to Walnut contingent on the businesses on that block giving approval. Roll call
vote: Bockoven yes, Cooper yes, Burroughs yes, Fortune absent. Motion carried.
Appoint Jim Davenport to Recreation Board A motion was made by Burroughs and
seconded by Bockoven to approve the Recreation Board’s recommendation to approve
Jim Davenport to the Recreation Board. Roll call vote: Burroughs yes, Bockoven yes,
Cooper yes, Fortune absent. Motion carried.

Wages for Budget Preparation During discussion some of the items that need to be
addressed are: Where do we want to be with the wages? How are we going to figure the
wages-cost of living and maybe more? Are we set up to do evaluations yet? Program in
the computers but as of this time this has not been implemented. Clerk to see what
money is available for the budget for the next fiscal year.

Introduction and Adoption of Resolution-Open Account and Sign Checks-Economic
Development Committee Burroughs introduced and moved that Resolution #352
“Corporate Resolution of Authority be approved and adopted, seconded by Bockoven.
Roll call vote: Burroughs yes, Bockoven yes, Cooper yes, Fortune absent. Motion
carried.

ADJOURNMENT: A motion was made by Bockoven and seconded by Burroughs to
adjourn the meeting. Roll call vote: Bockoven yes, Burroughs yes, Cooper yes, Fortune
absent. Motion carried and meeting adjourned at 8:22 P.M.
